Andersons  and  others,  as  ordered  at  the  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  present  year  1850,  holden  on  Sept  2nd. 

The  Estimate  of  the  City  Engineer  of  the  probbable  Cost  for  grading 
and  gravelling  of  Kentucky  Avenue  between  Washington  Street  and  the  Canal 
Bridge  was  presented,  Read,  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on  file.

Sec  2nd  That  from  and  after  the  time  named,  all  hogs  or  swine,  of 
every  description  found  running  at  large  within  the  bounds  aforesaid, 
shall  be  taken  up  and  impounded  by  the  marshall;  of  which  he  shall 
give  immediate  notice  in  writing,  set  up  at  each  Market  House  des- 
cribing each  hog,  shote  or  pig  so  taken  up  and  impounded;  and  if  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof  do  not  appear  in  twenty  four  hours  after  the 
putting  up  of  such  Notice  as  aforesaid,  and  pay  the  expence  of  such 
taking  up  and  impounding,  then  the  Marshall  shall  sell  the  same  to 
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defray  such  expence,  returning  the  overplus,  if  any,  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  hog,  shote  or  pig,  if  Known,  otherwise  he  shall  pay  it 
to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Sec  3.  The  Liar  shall  shall  be  allowed  twenty  five  cents  for  his  ser- 
vices in  taking  up  and  impounding  each  hog,  shote  or  pig,  where  the 
same  is  claimed  before  sale,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
hog,  shote  or  pig,  before  the  same  shall  be  released;  but  in  case  of 
sale,  the  marshall  shall  be  allowed  the  further  sum  of  twelve  and  one 
half  cents  for  ech  hog,  shote  or  pig  offered  for  sale  as  aforesaid, 
to  be  retained  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale.

That  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  it  would  be  for  the 
public  good  and  convenence  to  grade,  gravel  or  pave  any  Street,  Alley, 
or  side- 
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or  any  part  thereof,  in  said  City,  and  the  property  holders  owning  lots 
or  parts  of  Lots  along  the  line  of  the  Street  Alley  or  side-walk  need- 
ing improvement,  as  aforesaid,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  petition  the  City 
Council  asking  for  such  improvements,  then  and  in  such  case  the  City 
Council  in  their  discretion,  may  order  the  improvement  to  be  made  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  like  regulations  as  if  the  same  was  asked 
for  by  petition. 

Sec  2.  That  in  all  cases  of  improvement  made  by  order  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, as  Contemplated  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  owner  or 
owners  of  a  lot  ott  Lots,  or  parts  of  a  lot  or  Lots  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  liabilities  and  have  the  same  privilages  as  are  allowed  by 
the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  except  as  hereinbefore 
changed;  and  all  officers  employed  in  carrying  out  the  orders  of  the 
City  Council,  as  to  any  Street,  Alley  or  side  walk  or  part  thereof, 
shall  observe  &  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  them  by  the  ordin- 
ance to  which  this  is  an  amendent,  except  as  to  the  alterations  here- 
by made  necessary:  Provided,  the  width  and  depth  of  gravelling  on  any 
Street,  Alley  or  side  walk  may  be  raised  to  conform  to  the  order  of  the 
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City  Council,   should  any  such  be  made  in  any  particular  case. 

Sec  3.     All  ordinances   or  parts   of  Ordinances   contravening  this   ordin- 
ance be  and  the  same  are  hereTjy  repealed.

An  Ordinance   on  the  Subject   of  Common  Schools 

Sec  1:     Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis  that  for  the 
purpose   of  organizing  and  sustaining  public  Schools   in  the  houses  recent- 
ly erected,   the  City  shall  be   divided  into  four   districts,   to  conform 
in  boundary  as   near  as  may  may  be  to  the  districts   laid  off  by  the 
Turstees    of  Common  Schools  under  the  General  Laws;     That   is  to  say,   all 
the  donation  North  of  Washington  &  East   of  Meridian  Streets,   shall  com- 
pose the  first  district;     All  of  the  donation  North  of  Washington  and 
West   of  Meridian  Streets,    shall 
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compose  the  2nd.  district.  All  of  the  donation  South  of  of  Washington  & 
West  of  Meridian  Streets,  shall  compose  the  3rd  district,  And  all  of  the 
donation  South  of  Washington  and  East  of  Meridian  Streets  shall  compose 
the  4th  district. 

Sec  2.  That  the  City  Council  shall  directly  after  the  taking  effect  of 
this  ordinance  and  yearly  thereafter  in  the  Months  of  May,  appoint  three 
or  more  competent  and  discreet  persons  not  exceeding  five  to  each  School 
district  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  districts  for  which  they  are  ap- 
pointed as  superintendants  of  the  Public  School, 

Sec  3.  That  the  said  supertendants  shall  have  the  general  control  of  the 
school  in  the  district  to  Which  they  belong;  and  shall  have  pnwer  to  ap- 
point teachers  -  to  determine  upon  their  Qualifications  -  to  dismiss  them 
at  pleasure  -  to  fix  the  terms  of  tuition  -  to  limit  the  number  of  pupils 
And  to  make  such  by-laws,  rules  &  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necess- 
ary to  promote  the  object  of  common  school  instruction  - 

Sec.  4.  That  Said  superentendents  may  make  such  arrangements  with  the 
trustees  of  Common  Schools  in  the  several  districts,  as  shall  enable  such 
trustees  to  adopt  the  City  School  house  under  the  General  law  of  the 
State,  in  Which  event  the  said  trustees  shall  be  associated  With  the  sup- 
erentendents hereby  appointed,  and  the  school  thereafter  Conducted,  as 
fare  as  applicable,  according  to  the  general  law  on  that  subject. 

Sect  5  That  Whenever  the  Said  superintendents  in  any  of  the  districts 
shall  be  unable  to  sustain  a  school  in  whole  or  in  part  free,  then  they 
shall  rent  or  Otherwise  appropriate  their  house,  or  may,  in  their  opin- 
ion best  promote  Comon  School  education  -  using  whatever  means  they  may 
acquire  from  rents  or  otherwise  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  6.  Said  superentendents  shall  visit  the  schools,  in  their  several 
districts  at  least  once  in  every  month,  to  see  how  they  are  conducted  and 
to  examine  the  buildings,  their  condition  &  repair;  and  so  soon  as  means 
can  be  procured  they  shall  cause  to  lots  to  be  enclosed  with  neat  sub- 
stantial fences,  and  the  same  to  be  set  with  a  proper  number  of  shade 
trees. 

Sect.  7.  Any  person  or  persons  injuring  either  of  said  school  houses  or 
the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  shall  pay  a  sum  equal  to  twice  the 
amount  of  the  injury  done,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor,  to  be  recov- 
ered in  an  action  of  debt,  for  the  use  of  said  school. 

Sec  8.  The  City  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  fill  such  vacancies  as 
may  occur  in  the  board  of  superintendents,  in  the  several  districts,  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise;  and  shall  have  the  power,  in  their 
discretion,  to  make  removals  in  the  board  of  superintendents  of  the  dis- 
tricts and  the  same  to  fill  at  any  time, 

Sec  9.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  in  no  wise  affect  the  or- 
iginal plan  adopted  by  the  Council,  for  building  houses 
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and  organizing  public  Schools  in  each  Ward,  but  the  same  shall  be  carried 
into  operation  With  as   little  delay  as  the  means  applicable  to  that  pur- 
pose shall   justify.

Section  1.   Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis  That 
Charles  Cox,  Nathan  B.  Palmer,  Alfred  Harrison,  William  Hannaman,  and 
their  associates,  successors,  heirs  and  assigns,  acting  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  invested  with  the  exclusive  privilege  for  the  term  of  Fif- 
teen Years,  from  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  of  using  the  Streets, 
lanes,  alleys,  and  public  grounds  of  said  City,  as  it  is  now  laid  out, 
or  may  be  hereafter  laid  out  or  enlarged  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
down  in  said  Street  &c  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  Gas  in  and  through 
the  said  City  for  the  use  of  said  City  and  its  inhabitants;  Provided, 
That  the  said  gas  pipes  shall  not  interfere  with  the  drainage  of  said 
City,  by  the  necessary  construction  of  sewers,  or  other  underground 
fixtures  for  the  conveyance  of  water. 

Section  2:   That  whenever  the  Company  as  aforesaid  proposes  to  open 
any  street,  lane,  alley  &c  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  gas  pipes, 
they  shall  give  tb  the  City  Marshal  three  day's  notice  thereof,  and 
shall  not,  during  the  progress  of  their  work,  unnecessarily  obstruct 
the  passage  of  such  Street,  lane  or  alley  &c,  and  further  they  shall, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  repair  such  portion  of  any  street,  lane,  or 
alley  &c  as  they  may  have  broken  up,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  ac- 
ceptable to  the  Street  Commissioner, 

Section  3.   That  in  consideration  of  the  privileges  granted  so  the 
Company  aforesaid,  they  shall  furnish  to  the  said  city,  upon  the  sever- 
al streets  lanes,  alleys  &c  in  and  through  which  the  leading  mains  may 
be  laid  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  citizens  with  gas,  such  quan- 
tity as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Council  for  public  lamps,  at  a 
price  not  exceeding  what  is  now,  or  may  be  hereafter  paid  by  the  City 
of  Cincinnati  for  gas  light  for  similar  purposes;  and  provided  That 
for  the  quantity  of  light  now  produced  throughout  the  year  at  each  of 
the  public  lamps  in  Cincinnati,  the  specific  sum  shall  not  exceed 
twenty  dollars,  the  lamp  post,  metres,  and  lamps  being  furnished,  at 
the  expense  of  the  City 
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Section  4.   That  if  the  said  City  Council  shall  desire  at  any  time  to 
erect  lamps  at  the  engine  houses,  or  other  public  buildings,  or  to 
light  any  street  or  alley,  then  the  Company,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for  a 
fair  compensation,  paid  by  said  Council,  lay  down  in  a  reasonable  time, 
the  necessary  pipes  and  fixtures  as  ordered  by  said  Council,  and  the 
lamps  thus  erected  shall  be  supplied  by  the  Company  aforesaid  with  gas, 
on  the  terms  prescribed  in  the  3rd  Section  of  this  Ordinance;  and  the  .. 
said  lamps  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  other  public  gas 
lamps;  and  the  pipes  thus  laid  down  at  the  expense  of  the  City  shall 
not  directly  or  indirectly,  be  used  for  furnishing  gas  to  individual 
Citizens;  nor  shall  other  gas  pipes  be  laid  down  within  the  portions 
of  streets,  lanes,  alleys  &c,  occupied  by  the  pipes  of  the  City,  until 
the  whole  amount  expended  for  laying  down  the  same  shall  have  been  re- 
funded by  the  Company  aforesaid. 
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Section  5.   That  the  privileges  hereby  granted  are  upon  this  condition; 
that  the  Company  as  aforesaid,  do,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Febru- 
ary 1853  complete  their  apparatus  for  generating  gas,  and  lay  down  in 
connection  therewith,  Seven  thousand  feet  of  leading  or  main  pipes  for 
its  conveyance  and  annually  thereafter  to -extend  the  pipes  as  the  demand 
for  gas  may  justify  them  in  so  doing.  A  pemporary  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  Company  aforesaid  to  perform  any  of  the  conditions  exacted  of  them 
in  this  Ordinance,  when  such  failures  are  occasioned  by  accident,  or  un- 
toward events  shall  not  work  a  forfeiture  of  their  privileges,  provided 
such  failure  occasioned  as  aforesaid,  be  remedied  or  repaired  within  a 
reasonable  time.

from  said  property  so  owned  by  your  remonstrants;  6th  Most  of  the  prop- 
erty owned  on  said  Streets  by  your  remonstrants  is  occupied  "for"  dwell- 
ings, and  if  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  herein  is  granted,  said  prop- 
erty will  be  rendered  wholly  and  utterly  unfit  for  residences;  7th  the 
law  of  the  land  provides  no  remedy  or  tribunal  by  means  or  before  which 
they  can  recover  damages  for  the  injuries  by  said  road  inflicted  upon 
them.

South,  There  is  now  no  safe  or  practicable  carriage  way  from  Washington 
Street  to  the  Streets  South  of  it  between  East  Street  and  the  alley  which 
divides  Out  Blocks  Nos.  77  &  78.

The  City  Attorney  read  the  following  paper  in  compliance  with  the 
resolution  requiring  his  opinion  as  to  whether  the  ordinance  of  the 
City  Council  heretofore  adopted,  "allowed  the  "Lafayette  and  Indianapo- 
lis Railroad"  Company  to  enter  the  Union  Depot  by  running  on  Louisiana 
Street. 

"To  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis: 

Having  been  called  on  by  you  to  give  an  opinion  whether  "the  or- 
dinance authorizing  the  Lafayette  and  Indianapolis  Railroad  to  construct 
a  track  through  the  City  of  Indianapolis"  etc.,  allows  said  company  to 
enter  the  Union  Depot  by  running  on  Louisiana  Street,  I  respectfully 
submit  the  following: 

The  language  of  the  ordinance  touching  the  point  in  question  is 
as  follows:  "thence"  (from  Georgia  Street)  "it"  (the  said  Railroad) 
shall  be  constructed  in  as  near  a  straight  line  as  possible,  crossing 
Kentucky  Avenue  to  Louisiana  at  or  near  the  location  of  the  Terre  Haute  and 
Richmond  Railroad".  The  purpose  of  the  ordinance  was,  doubtless,  to  al- 
low the  Lafayette  &  Indianapolis  Railroad  to  connect  with  the  Union 
track  at  some  convenient  point  on  Louisiana  Street  at  or  near  the  Terre 
Haute  &  Richmond  Railroad  Depot,  and  that  in  crossing  from  Georgia  street 
to  the  point  of  termination  the  curve  should  be  as  short  as  practicable  so 
as  to  occupy  the  smallest  amount  of  any  particular  private  property  con- 
sistent with  a  convenient  use  of  the  road.  But  the  language  of  the  ordi- 
nance indicates  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  City  Council  that  private 
property  should  be  occupied  by 
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said  roads  up  to  a  point  where  it  is  necessary  to  cross  I^iisiana 
Street  to  effect  a  function  with  the  Union  Track;  and  that  Louisiana 
Street  should  only  be  traversed  by  said  road  the  smallest  distance 
compatible  with  a  connection  with  the  Union  track.  It  certainly  would 
require  language  different  from  that  contained  in  the  Ordinance  to 
allow  the  said  Railroad  to  run  up  Louisiana  Street  some  five  hundred 
or  six  hundred  feet  to  obtain  a  connection  with  the  Union  track,  if 
such  connection  could  be  attained  by  passing  through  private  property  up  to 
the  point  of  crossing.

The  Council  proceeded  to  the  selection  of  three  Trustees  for  Com- 
mon Schools  under  the  provisions  of  the  General  School  Law.  Messrs 
li.P.Coburn,  Calvin  Fletcher  and  H.F.VIest  were  selected. 

The  following  paper  from  Albert  S.White  was  read  and  ordered  to 
be  entered  with  the  minutes. 

Lafayette,  December  20th  1352 
City  Council  of  Indianapolis: 

VJhen  the  council  voted  down  the  proposition  to  exclude  our  company 
from  occupying  the  North  half  of  Louisiana  Street  on  our  way  to  the 
Union  track,  it  virtually  affected  our  right  by  the  resolution  which  they 
passed  but  at  the  same  time  requested  or  directed  the  Terre  Haute  Company 
to  give  us  room  in  the  south  aide.  You  recollect  I  expressed  my  willing- 
ness to  pursue  the  last  named  track  if  we  could  do  so  without  objection 
from  or  controversy  with  the  Terre  Haute  Company  and  I  said  at  the  same 
time  that  if  these  circumstances  compelled  us  to  occupy  the  ground  North 
of  the  Terre  Haute  track  we  could  not  do  so  until  we  had  first  given  the 
Council  notice. 

I  have  now  to  inform  the  Council  that  I  immediately  addressed  Mr. 
Rose,  President  of  the  Terre  Haute  Road,  asking  hi»  consent  for  us  to 
switch  into  their  track  at  Mississippi  Street,  unless  he  chose  to  adopt 
the  alternative  presented  by  the  Council  of  removing  their  track  far 
enough  South  to  allow  ours  to  occupy  their  present  position.  This  last 
arrangement  he  declines  because  that  Track  is  laid  straight  to  the  river 
bridge  and  all  their  turnouts,  shops,  etc.  are  adapted  to  it  as  laid. 
The  change  he  says  would  be  attended  with  great  inconvenience  and  ex- 
pense. And  he  adds  that  he  can  by  no  means  consent  to  our  switching  into 
their  track  at  Mississippi  Street  on  account  of  the  danger  of  collisions 
as  our  trains  from  the  North  cannot  be  observed  when  Block  89  shall  be 
built  up. 

Under  these  circumstances  we  cannot  avail  ourselves  of  the  right  of 
way  granted  by  the  Council  and  sanctioned  I  am  sure  by  the  public  senti- 
ment of  the  town,  without  a  controversy  with  the  Terre  Haute  Company, 
or  else  running  our  line  alongside  of  and  North  of  their  present  track 
to  Tennessee  street.  Mr. Hose  consents  that  we  shall  place  the  two  tracks 
as  close  together  as  possible  so  as  only  to  leave  two  feet  between  the 
cars.  This  will  require  but  the  occupancy  of  some  five  or  six  feet  North 
of  the  centre  of  the  Street,  &  will  really  save  the  confusion 
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and  danger     which  the   occupancy  of  a  single  track  by  two  companies 
would  produce.   The  Council  did  not  intend  to  throw  us   into  the  atti- 
tude of  litigation  with  the  Terre  Haute  Company  nor   compel  us  to  await 
the  result  of  any  such  controvercy.  We  have  thirty  or  forty  new  cars 
to  get   on  to  our  track  from  the  Madison  and  Eellfontaine  Roads,  and  the 
exchange  of  commerce  require  that  we,    like  all  the   other  roads  should 
have  a  speedy  connection  with  the  Union  Track,"  and  the  Council  surely 
will  not  blame  us  for  arriving  there   on  ground  sanctioned  by  them  al- 
though they  would  have  preferred  a  track  further  South. 

Capt.   T.A.Morris  will  no  doubt  give  fair  and  impartial  professional 
Council  as  to  the  mechanical  difficulties  in  the  way  of  removing  the  Terre 
Haute  Track,   or  the  practicable   operation  of  a  double  track  west  of  Tenn- 
essee  street,  as   it   already  exists   east, 

I  have  given  this  notice   in  accordance  with  my  promise  although 
the  resolution  of  the  Council  affirming   our  right  was  passed  posterior 
to  my  promise.

The  City  Attorney^  reply  to  certain  resolutions  was  read,  as  follows: 

"To  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis: 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution,  passed  by  your  honorable 
body  have  been  handed  to  me  by  your  Secretary  viz: 

YJher eas ,  The  Central  Railroad  Company,  the  Lawrenceburg  &  Upper 
Mississippi  Railroad  Company  and  the  Terre  Haute  &  Richmond  Railroad 
Company  have  not  complied  with  the  City  ordinances;

Resolved,  That  the  City  Attorney  he  and  is  herehy  instructed  to 
examine  the  ordinances  under  which  the  above  named  Railroads  come  into 
the  city  proper  and  by  what  right,  if  any,  they  have  to  use  the  Streets 
within  the  same;  and  report  the  same  to  the  City  Council  at  the  next 
meeting." 

The  only  conditions  precedent  to  the  right  of  the  Laxvrenceburg  & 
Upper  Mississippi  Railroad  Cpmpany,  and  the  Indiana  Central  Railway  Com- 
pany to  lay  their  respective  tracks  through  the  Streets  named  in  the  or- 
dinances is  that  the  former  shall  have  made  it  appear  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Council  that  they  have  procured  a  sufficient  quantity  of  grounds, 
fronting  on  Louisiana  Street  to  make  the  same  80  feet  in  width,  and  shall 
have  proceeded  publicly,  to  open  and  grade  the  same  to  said  width  of  80 
feet  east  of  East  street  and  that  the  latter  shall  have  made  it  appear 
Satisfactorily  to  the  City  Council  they  have  procured  a  stiff icient  quan- 
tity of  ground  south  of  Maryland  Street  fronting  thereon,  to  make  said 
street  80  feet  in  width,  and  shall  have  proceeded  publicly  to  open  and 
grade  the  same  to  the  said  width  of  80  feet  of  East  Street. 

These  conditions  are  contained  in  the  second  section  respectively 
of  the  ordinances  in  relation  to  the  occupation  of  streets  by  said 
Railroads. 

For  a  breach  of  any  others  of  the  provisions  of  said  ordinances 
the  remedy  is  by  an  action  of  debt  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  City 
Council  except  the  provisions  in  relation  to  the  rate  of  speed  at  which 
the  cars  shall  run,  for  a  breach  of  which  the  remedy  is  by  an  action  for 
the  penalty. 

Section  5  of  the  ordinance  "in  relation  to  the  Terre  Haute  &  Rich- 
mond Railroad  Company  occupy  Louisiana  Street",  provides  that  so  soon  as 
an  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Railroad  Company  assenting  to 
these  conditions,  (meaning  the  preceeding  Section  of  the  ordinance)  is 
made  and  a  certified  copy  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  City  Council 
the  foregoing  order  granting  the  use  of  said  Street  and  privileges  as 
stated  shall  be  considered  in  force,  etc.  The  filing  of  such  certified 
copy  of  such  order  of  said  Board  is  of  course  a  condition  to  be  complied 
with  before  said  Company  could  have  the  right  to  lay  the  Track  of  their 
Road  upon  Louisiana  street,  or  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  privileges 
named  in  the  ordinances. 

The  same  Sections  provides  that  a  failure  of  the  Company  to  comply 
with  the  condition  named  above  in  the  ordinance  or  any  one  of  them,  shall 
forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  therein  granted.

Minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  read  and  approved. 

The  President  announced  the  object  of  the  meeting  to  be  to  consider 
the  question  of  the  occupancy  of  Louisiana  street  between  Mississippi 
Street  &  Tennessee  by  the  Lafeyette  and  Indianapolis  Railroad  Company. 

The  City  Engineer  presented  the  following  report: 

"The  following  resolutions  were  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  the 
13th  of  December  last,  in  relation  to  the  Railroad  track  on  Louisiana 
Street,  viz: 

•That  the  Terre  Haute  and  Richmond  Railroad  company  be  requested  to 
remove  or  adjust  their  track  running  along  Louisiana  Street  so  far  as  to 
allow  the  Lafayette  &  Indianapolis  Railroad  Company  to  enter  the  Union 
Track  at  the  nearest  practicable  point  by  running  on  the  South  side  or 
half  of  said  Louisiana  Street  not  farther  North  than  the  Track  now  oc- 
cupied by  the  Terre  Haute  and  Richmond  Railroad  Company." 

'That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  the  said  Lafayette  and  In- 
dianapolis Railroad  Company  are  authorized  by  the  ordinance  heretofore 
passed  to  connect  with  the  Union  track  at  the  nearest  practicable  point 
on  South  side  of  Louisiana  Street:  Pr ovided  The  curve  of  entrance  shall 
not  extend  beyond  the  East  side  of  Mississippi  Street.1 

•That  the  City  Engineer  be  requested  to  meet  with  the  several  en- 
gineers of  the  Terre  Haute  and  Richmond  and  the  Lafayette  &  Indianapolis 
Railroad  Companies  in  adjusting  the  tracks  of  said  road  under  the  fore- 
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going  resolution." 

The  undersigned  reports  to  the  Council  that  he  met  with  the 
Engineer  of  the  Terre  Haute  and  Richmond  Railroad  Company  but  an  op- 
portunity has  not  been  afforded  for  meeting  with  the  Engineer  of  the 
Lafayette  and  Indianapolis  Railroad  and  that  he  has  not  been  able  to  affect 
an  arrangement,  whereby  the  Tracks  running  along  Louisiana  Street  can 
be  ad  justed  or  removed  so  as  not  more  than  one  half  of  the  Street  shs.ll 
be  used  for  Railroad  purposes,  In  that  event,  the  undersigned  deemed  it 
his  duty  to  measure  the  distance  said  tracks  were  laid  from  the  South 
side  of  Louisiana  Street  at  the  East  side  of  Mississippi  Street  and  found 
the  North  rail  of  the  Terre  Haute  and  Richmond  Railroad  Track  37  feet 
10  inches,  and  the  north  rail  of  the  Lafayette  and 
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Indianapolis  Railroad  track  57  feet.  The  curve  of  the  Lafayette  &  Indiana- 
polis Railroad  track,  the  undersigned  also  measured  and  found  that  it 
extended  120  feet  beyond  the  East  side  of  Mississippi  Street.  The  Council 
will  perceive  from  these  measurements  that  the  Lafayette  and  Indianapolis 
Railroad  track  occupies  12  feet  of  the  north  half  of  Louisiana  Street  at 
the  east  side  of  Mississippi  Street  and  that  the  curve  of  said  track 
terminated  120  feet  beyond  the  East  side  of  said  Mississippi  Street  which, 

in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  is  contrary  to  the  Spirit  of  the 
resolutions,  and  a  violation  thereof. 

After  carefully  considering  the  subject  in  all  its  bearings,  it 
occuced  to  the  undersigned  that,  in  a  few  years,  there  will  be  a  con- 
siderable deficiency  of  Space  on  Louisiana  Street  for  railroad  traffic 
and  city  purposes,  the  Railroad  Companies  should  immediately  purcha.se 
from  the  owners  of  Squares  and  Lots  on  the  north  side  of  Louisiana 
Street,  a  Strip  of  ground  3C  feet  in  width,  between  West  Street  and  Me- 
ridian Streets,  and  that  said  strip  of  ground  should  be  conveyed  by  deed 
to  the  city  of  Indianapolis  to  form  of  Louisiana  Street,  and  that  said 
Companies  should  be  restricted  to  the  occupancy  of  the  South  half  of 
the  Street,  and  that  the  north  half  should  be  exclusively  reserved  for  the 
Special  use  of  the  citizens  and  the  public  generally.  This  arrangement, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  would  be  highly  advantageous  to  the 
Railroad  Companies,  and  very  desirable  to  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis, 
and  might  possibly  prevent  a  collision  likely  to  occur  between  the  city 
and  the  Railroad  Companies  in  regard  to  their  taking  and  presently  oc- 
cupying more  than  one  half  of  Louisiana  Street.

The  object  of  the  meeting  was  stated  to  be  to  consider  the  Com- 
mon School  System. 

The  following  ordinance  was  presented: 

An  Ordinance  defining  the  duties   of  Trustees   of  Common  Schools. 

Section  1.  Be  it   ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  Tmstees   of  Common  Schools   of  the  City  of  Indianapolis   ,   are 
hereby  authorized  and  enpowered  to  cause  an  enumuration  of  all  the 
children  in  said  City  to  be  made  according  to  law;  to  employ  all  teachers 
of  Common  Schools,   and  to  dismiss  the  same  as  the  statute  in  such  case 
provides;  to  visit  such  schools     either  as  a  Board  or  by  one   of  their 
members,  at   least  twice  in  each  quarter 5  to  appoint  the  day  of  examina- 
tions; to  make  report  to  the  City  Council  of  the  condition  of  the  schools 
respectively  at  the  end  of  each  quarter;  which  report  shall  contain  an 
exhibition  not   only  of  the  studies  pursued  and  the  mental  progress  made, 
but  also  of  the  moral  deportment  of  each  pupil,   to  examine  the  School 
Eouse  and  report  the  state  thereof,  together  with  what  repairs  and  im- 
provements  are  necessary  to  be  raade  thereto;  to  suspend  or  dismiss  any 
scholar  from  school  in  such  manner  as  the  Statutes  provides,   and  to 
certify  to  the  City  Council  the  terms    on  which  each  teacher  has  been  em- 
ployed; and  the   cause  or  causes   of  the  dismission  of  any  teacher,   and 
to  give  their   opinion,   if  required,  as  to  the  propriety  of  establishing 
graded  schools;  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  duties  as  by  law  are  now 
or  hereafter  be  required,    of  Trustees   of  Common  Schools. 

Adopted  by  the  following  vote:  Ayes,  Messrs  Louden, Buchanan,Fit- 
ler,  Pitts  Greer  &  Culley     6,  Noes   -  None. 

The  report   of  the  Trustees   of  Common  Schools  was  read  as  follows  1 

To  the  City  Council   of  Indianapolis i 

The  undersigned  Trustees   of  Common  Schools  appointed  at  your  meet- 
ing in  January  1853  in  pursuance   of  the  32d  Section  of  the     Act  to  pro- 
vide    a  general  and  uniform  System  of  Common  Schools,  approved  the  14th 
of  June  1853,   did  Dn  the  17th  day  of  the  first  named  month  proceed  to 
discharge  the  duties   of  said  appointment.  They  visited  the  5th  Ward  School 
kept  by  Miss  Davenport  who  was  within  four  weeks   of  completing  her  Second 
quarter.   There  were  attending  thirty  five  scholars   of  both  sexes.  They 
learn  that  this  is  the  Sixth  term  a  school  has  been  taught   in  the   5th 
Ward  School  House,  the  school  lot  is   enclosed  with  a  board  fence,  there 
are  no  gates,  the 
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pump  is  out  of  order,  the  roof  of  the  house  leaks,  and  many  defects 
no?/  appear  in  the  original  workmanship  of  the  house;  The  school  is  not 
in  as  prosperous  condition  as  the  Trustees  think  it  should  be.  Either 
the  pupils  have  been  mismanaged  heretofore,  or  a  want  of  present  effi- 
cient government.  These  defects  should  be  remedied  at  the  commencement 
of  another  quarter,  and  the  house  and  lot  put  in  repair. 

The  Trustee  on  the  same  day  (17th  of  tfany)  visited  the  School 
House  in  the  4th  Ward,  kept  by  Mr  .Harold.  It  commenced  about  a°our  weeks 
previous  to  visiting  the  same,  and  the  first  time  the  house  has  been  oc- 
cupied. The  building  consisting  of  two  rooms,  is  an  improvement  on  the 
4  houses  built  in  the  1st,  2d,  5th  &  7th  Wards  in  year  1351  -  the  last 
four  mention  contains  only  one  school  room  each.  There  are  about  fifty- 
five  pupils  in  attendance  mostly  males  of  good  size.  The  teacher,  who  ap- 
peared to  have  sufficient  scholastic  attainment,  seemed  deficient  in 
government,  and  steps  were  taken  to  dissolve  the  connection,  &  Mr  .Webb 
was  put  in  her  place  ,  by  this  step  it  now  appears  that  good  order  lias 
been  attained,  and  the  school  appears  now  to  be  well  governed.  But  the 
Trustees  regret,  though  the  house  has  been  occupied  for  so  short  a  time, 
it  has  been  much  abused.  But  it  is  due  to  the  School  to  State  that  re- 
pairs have  been  me.de  by  several  of  the  young  men  who  attend,  although 
they  were  in  no  wise  culpable  for  the  damage  that  has  been  done.  The 
house  and  lot  are  not  enclosed,  the  roof  leaks,  but  the  trustees  were 
informed  the  same  would  be  repaired  under  the  contract  for  building  the 
same. 

The  Trustees  on  the  same  day  (17th  Jany)  visited  the  2d.  Ward 
School  taught,  by  Mr. Loomis,  assisted  by  Miss  Gibbs.  This  is  the  first 
term  in  this  Ward  School  House,  has  about  fifty  scholars,  yard  not  yet 
fenced,  the  house  leaks.  The  school  appears  to  be  well  governed. 

On  the  same  day  visited  the  1st  Ward  School  House,  kept  by  Mr. 
Bullard  with  Miss  Tayler  assistant.  There  were  about  eighty  scholars  in 
attendance.  The  order  good  and  so  far  as  the  Trustees  could  judge,  the 
method  of  teaching  very  satisfactory.  The  house  a  little  defaced,  said 
to  have  originated  in  part  by  permitting  public  meetings  to  be  held  in 
the  same,  the  roof  leaks.  This  house  was  originally  intended  for  but  one 
room  for  teaching  &  three  small  entrance  rooms,  these  last  have  been  con- 
verted into  two,  and  one  used  as  a  recitation  room  though  very  inconve- 
nient. There  are  no  gates.  The  well  is  out  of  repair. 

On  the  18th  of  January  the  Trustees  visited  the  7th  Ward  School 
kept  by  Mrs. Lister  assisted  by  Miss  Hobert.  There  were  in  attendance 
about  one  hundred  and  eight  pupils,  like  the  1st  Ward  the  three  small 
entrance  rooms  have  been  connected  into  two,  and  one  made 
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a  recitation  apartment,  and  like  the  other  in  the  1st  Ward  illy 
calculated  for  the  use  it  is  put  to.  The  school  seems  to  be  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  Mrs. Lister  is  now  in  her  6th  term,  having  com- 
menced in  May  1851  &  with  the  exception  of  a  part  of  a  term  has  been 
the  principal.  Her  success  fairly  demonst rates  the  necessity  of  hav- 
ing permanent  teachers  of  high  attainments  if  they  can  be  procured. 
The  yard  was  fenced  and  the  gates  hund  and  col  house  built  by  the  for- 
mer trustees.  Eut  the  building  like  the  others  leaks  and  needs  tin  gut- 
ters on  the  south  east  side. 

On  the  same  day  the  Trustees  visited  the  sixjrh  Ward  School  kept  by 
Miss  Kinder.  The  building  is  new,  with  two  good  rooms,  but  only  one  oc- 
cupied. There  were  thirty  four  scholars,  mostly  beginners.  They  seem  to 
be  governed  with  great  kindness  and  for  new  reoruits  seem  to  being  well. 
The  house  leaks,  the  pump  out  of  order,  lot  not  fenced  or  graded.  And 
from  its  exposed  position  should  be  immediately  looked  to  lest  accidents 
occur  to  the  pupils. 

Two  of  the  Trustees  were  present  at  the  late  examination  of  Miss 
Biggins'  school  in  the  3d  Ward,  and  two  have  visited  the  same  since  the 
,  commencement  of  the  present  quarter.  They  find  the  school  in  point  of  or- 
der equal  to  any  and  so  far  as  the  Trustees  were  able  to  judge  they  think 
her  skill  in  imparting  knowledge  very  good.  She  has  sixty  pupils  and  is 
now  assisted  by  Miss  Randel  •  The  three  sms.ll  entrance  rooms  have  been 
arranged  like  thelst  &  7th  Wards,  The  roof  leaks,  there  are  no  gates, 
and  similar  repairs  to  those  above  enumerated  should  be  made  for  the 
safety  of  the  building  and  convenience  of  the  scholars. 

The  former  Board  of  Trustees  divided  the  year  into  four  quarters 
of  eleven  weeks  each.  The  tuition  fees  in  the  4th,  6th  L   7th  Wards  are 
two  dollars  and  twenty  five  cents  for  each  scholar  without  regard  to 
age  or  sex;  this  is  as  low,  if  not  lower,  than  competent  teachers  can 
well  afford  to  render  the  service  with  suitable  assistants.  The  1st  & 
2d  Ward  have  charged  only  £2  per  quarter  having  on  hand  a  portion  of 
the  public  money  unexpended,  which  fell  to  them  under  the  old  district 
system  much  to  the  credit  of  those  who  had  the  care  of  that  fund.  And 
the  5th  Ward  have  charged  $2j?  &  found  the  fuel.

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  your  honorable  body  requiring 
me  to  examine  and  report  whether  in  my  judgment  Washington  street  in  In- 
dianapolis was  conveyed  by  the  State  to  the  Central  Plank  Road  Com- 
pany in  the  grant  to  said  Company  of  the  national  Road,  I  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows: 

The  title  to  the  State  to  Washington  Street  was  derived  from  the 
United  States  by  a  grant  different  from  and  prior  to  the  grant  to  the  State 
of  Indiana  of  the  National  Road  and  even  prior  to  its  location  . 

By  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  an  act  to  enable  the  people  of  In- 
dian Territory  to  form  a  Constitution  and  State  Government  and  for  the 
admission  of  said  State  into  the  union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  o- 
riginal  States"  approved  Apl.  19,1816  it  is  enacted,  among  other  things 
as  follows: "That  four  sections  of  land  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted 
to  said  State  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  their  seat  of  government  thereon 
which  four  sections  shall  under  the  direction  of  the  Legislature  of  said 
State  be  located  at  any  in  such  township  and  range  as  the  Legislature 
aforesaid  may  select  on  such  land  as  may  hereafter  by  acquired  by  the 
United  States  etc. (R.S. 1838, p. 34). 

On  the  11th  day  of  January  1820  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  In- 
diana appointed  commissioners  to  select  and  locate  a  site  for  the  permanent 
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seat   of  government   (Acts   1P19-20  p.  18), 

The  location  vms  made  upon  what  was  popularly  called  the  "Dona- 
tion Land"   of  Indianapolis,   during  the  recess    of  the  Legislature  at 
the  next  session.   On  the  6th  day  of  January  1821,  the  location  was 
adopted  by  the  Legislature  and   commissioners  were  appointed  to  lay  off 
the  town  for  a  permanent  seat   of  government    (Act   1820-21,   p. 44). 
Thoase  commissioners  were  authorized  among   other  things  to  lay  out 
streets  and  alleys  and  to  devote  them  to  the  public  use.   The  proceed- 
ings     of  the  Commissioners  were  approved   of  and  adopted  by  the   Legis- 
lature lTov.28,1821.    (Act   1821-22  P.18).  Thoae  acts  are   collected     and 
printed  together  among  the  Acts   of   1830-31,   pp. 63  to  81  inclusive. 
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By  the  above  it  appears  that  Washington  street  was  granted  to  the 
State  and  devoted  to  the  public  use  as  a  public  highway  by  the  several 
Acts   cf  Congress  and  of  the  State  Legislature  above   cited. 

The  title  to  the  national  Road  was  derived  as  follows;  Congress 
by  an  Act  approved  Larch  2d,    1829  for   the   continuation  of  the  Cumberland. 
Road  authorized  the  road  to  be   opened  through  the  State   of  Indiana  com- 
mencing at  Indianapolis  and  extending  to  the  eastern  and  western  bounda- 
ries  of  the  State.  An  appropriation  was  made  by  the  same  act  and  the 
President  was  authorized  to  have  the  road  opened  through  the  State 
(U.S. Statutes  at  large  pp.349  &  350).     Afterwards  the  U.S.    granted  the 
National  Road  to  the  State   of  Indiana.   On  the  8th  day  of  January  1850 
the  State  granted  the  possession  and  use   of  the  national  Road  together 
with  the  bridges,  timber,   etc,  to  the  Central  Plank  Road  Company. 

It  thus  appears  that  Washington  Street  became  a  public  highway 
long  before  the  rational  Road  was   located  in  the  State.   Its  direction  is 
different   from  the  general  direction  and  course   of  the  National  Road 
and  there   is  nothing  in  the  Act   of  Congress    of  larch  2,    1829   indicating 
that   it  was  the  intention  of  Congress  to  take  Washington  Street  from  the 
control  of  the  corporate  authorities   of  Indianapolis   and  appropriate 
it  as  part   of  the  National  Road. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  grant  by  the  Legislature 
of  this  State   of  the  National  Road  within  this  State  to  the  Central 
Plank  Road  Company  did  not  convey  Washington  Street  to  said  Company 
but  that  the  same  is  under  the  exclusive   control  cf  the  corporate  au- 
thorities  of  this  city  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent     as 
any   other   street.  Albert   G.Porter,   City  Attorney
